We contacted our local crane 
hire finm to find out the sort ofjoba 
real lorry crane driver could 
expect to do and we were allowed 
to spend the day with Herbie 
Dooley, one of Clwyd Crane 
Hire's senior drivers. 
— 









Herbie had an early start ata 
school moving a heating oil tank 
before going on to the Crosville 
bus garage in Chester for his main 
task of the day. The garage is 
being reorganised to 
accommodate a new ‘Portacabin' 
canteen for the bus drivers and 
garage staff. Before the 
‘portacabin' could be positioned 
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moving. 

The first one was a tank used 
to store 900 gallons of engine oil for 
the buses. Imagine that! Most 
people buy their engine oil in 
gallon cans. 

The tank was carefully 
fastened onto the crane with 
chains and then lifted and 
manoeuvred carefully into position 
by the crane and two workmen. 

The second tank had to be 
lifted and held up while the old 
buck supports were knocked 
away. The tank was then lowered 
onto the new brick supports which 
had already been built into place. 

The crane controls are placed 
behind the driver's seat so when 
he comes to use them he turns his 
seat around and can see the crane 
through the back window of the 
cab. 

The dnver can then perfonn 
the first manoeuvre, which is to put 
out the stabilisers which raise the 
lorry up off its wheels, into a stable 
position for operating the crane. 
This allows the crane to lift and 
move very heavy weights with 
ease and safety. 
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Atthe end ofthe day it was 
another job ‘well done’ tor Herbie 
Dooley and his crane, and | 
wonder if the photographs of the 
crane in its various positions gives 
you some ideas for building your 
own LEGO model cranes ... I'm 
sure they do!
